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Frederick  Gore  Richards,  Professor  of  Naval  Science  and 
commanaing  officer  of  Princeton  University's  Naval  ROTC 
Unit  since  the  fall  of  1944,  who  next  .June  upon  completing  39 
years  of  distinguished  service  will  retire  from  the  United 
States  Navy  and  accept  one  of  the  most  demanding  appoint- 
ments imaginable — the  direction  of  a  secondary  school  for 
boys.  The  fiGyear  old  veteran  of  two  world  wars,  as  able  an 
administrator  ns  the  Armed  Forces  have  ever  detailed  to 
Princeton,  will  s\icced  Robert  Gordon  McAllen  as  headmaster 
of  The  Hun  School. 

In  entering  upon  a  new  career  at  a  time  when  the  majority 
of  retiiing  four-stripers  are  quite  content  to  interpret  the 
future  in  terms  nf  the  past,  Richards  is  undertaking  an 
assignment  for  which  he  is  eminently  well  qualified.  Twice  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  the  United  States  Naval  Academy 
(1922-1924  and  1932-1934),  he  has  devoted  the  past  five  years 
to  preparing  young  men  for  the  future,  to  integrating  direc- 
tives "from  above"  with  civilian  plans  of  study,  to  building  a 
unit  currently  recognized  as  one  of  the  nation's  topnotch 
college  training  establishments.

Old  Fence — New  Uses.  The  Dux- 
hur\'  ';t\ie  post  and  rail  fence  is  an 
old  standby,  but  1949  has  brought 
two  new  twists  to  its  perennial  good 
looks  and  usefulness.  One  is  a  "crib- 
bing," i.e.,  substitute  for  any  sort 
of  outdoor  retaining  wall;  the  oth- 
er, a  double-faced  trellis  fence. 

First  for  the  former — three  (or 
presumably  more  if  you  want 
them)  close-fitting  rails  are  set  into 
the  vertical  posts  by  means  of  the 
round  -  turned  end  construction 
which  is  the  Duxbury  style.  As 
many  of  these  posts  and  rails  can 
be  used  as  you  need  for  the  length 
of  your  retaining  wall.  They  are 
put  deep  into  the  ground  at  a  slight 
slant,  sufficient  to  assure  stability, 
and  reinforced  with  a  moisture-ab- 
sorbing layer  of  crushed  stone.  Be- 
hind this  is  your  earth,  well  held  in 
place  for  a  long  time  to  come  and 
most  attractively  bordered.  The 
cribbing  can  be  used  for  almost 
anyt^ing  where  you  would  normal- 
ly use  stone  walls  or  concrete,  (and 
much  less  e.xpensively)  and  we're 
sure  that  with  a  little  thought  we 
could  dream  up  some  less  obvious 
places  than  raised  terraces,  end-of- 
the-dri\eway  parking  space  and 
sunken  gardens. 

When  it  comes  to  the  trellis,  its 
main  advantages  are  two.  Primar- 
ily, it  costs  approximately  80%  of 
regular  screen  picket  fencing;  sec- 
ondly, because  of  its  horizontal 
construction,  it  looks  equally  at- 
tractive from  either  side.  The  posts 
are  close  enough  together  to  pro- 
vide privacy  and  still  allow  plants 
or  vines  to  wind  through  and  up 
them.  When  you  see  these  compar- 
atively low-priced  Duxbury  innova- 
tions at  Rosedale  Nurseries,  262 
Alexander,  you'll  undoubtedly  think 
of  some  spot  around  your  house  or 
garden  that  can't  do  without  one  or 
the  other,  or  both!

We  have  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  selling  flying  to  you 
Princetonians,  and  we  think  we  have  taken  part  of  the  mystery  out  of  it  for  some.  If  you  still 
think  it  is  a  dangerous,  superman's  pastime,  come  out  and  see  some  of  your  fellow-citizens— 
businessmen,  housewives,  teachers,  ministers,  and  almost  any  other  category  you  wish— flying 
our  ships,  or  their  own,  as  safely  and  expertly   as  they  drive  a  cor. 

We  have  completed  six  new  individual  plane  hangars,  and  we  ore  glad  to  say  that  these 
—plus  the  four  already  existing— ore  not  enough  to  take  care  of  the  private  planes  that  have 
arrived  since  last  year. 

We  are  very  gratified  that  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  has  awarded  us  ap- 
proval as  a  certified  flight  school,  with  curricula  covering  private  and  commercial  pilot  courses.

lovely  handmade  copper  line  at 
The  Clothes  Line,  it  has  been  some- 
what depleted:  but  it  you  hurry, 
you  can  still  find  any  number  of 
fascinating  objects  for  equally  fas- 
cinating prices.  Pins  start  at  S1.75, 
earrings  at  $2:  bracelets  at  $2.25, 
necklaces  at  $7,  all  plus  the  inevi- 
table tax. 

We  can't  begin  to  go  into  the 
variety  of  it — sufficient  to  say  that 
shapes  go  from  double  raised 
hearts,  horses  heads,  butterflies, 
lily  of  the  valley  shaped  chains, 
bars  and  maple  leaf  patterns.  You 
can  see  them  all  for  yourself,  but 
we'll  pass  on  a  bit  of  the  back- 
ground provided  by  the  maker  her- 
self which  we  found  quite  intrigu- 
ing. 

"Our  jewelry  is  made  of  the 
finest  copper,  and  the  pieces  are 
cut  individually  with  a  jeweler's 
saw — motifs  chased  in  a  pitch  block, 
soldered,  put  through  a  series  of 
flames  and  acids,  hung  on  trees  in 
the  sun,  buffed  and  finally  lac- 
quered with  the  finest  jeweler's 
lacquei-  to  prevent  tarnishing  .  .  . 
'Gret  Barkin'  jevsrelry  is  the  work 
of  individual  artists  rather  than  a 
commercial  crew  of  workmen 
whose  'hand-made'  usually  means 
reaching  up  and  pulling  down 
levers  and  stamp-out  designs.  We 
use  a  chasing  tool  as  a  painter 
would  a  brush,  and  each  intricate 
marking  on  the  metal  represents  a 
blow.  At  present,  our  workshop  is 
an  old  chicken  coop,  a  rain  barrel, 
our  source  of  water;  as  to  our 
methods  and  techniques  ...  we 
work,  by  and  large,  in  much  the 
same  manner  as  did  the  old  silver- 
smith of  centuries  ago."
